Tank at prison unable 
to offset loss, city left 
without fire protection 

A break in the 12-inch main 
that supplies West Liberty with 
water from its new treatment 
plant at Cave Run Lake com-

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Kentucky cracking down 
on uninsured motorists

Just as the holiday season 
wraps up, Kentucky police offic- 
ers are getting a new list, and they 
are checking it twice - for the 
names of those driving without 
auto insurance. 

Starting Jan. 1, Kentucky be- 
gan cracking down on those driv- 
ing cars, trucks and motorcycles 
without liability insurance cover- 
age. The new law requires that all 
insurance companies must report 
to the Department of Vehicle 
Registration the names of all 
drivers whose vehicles are in- 
sured with their companies. 

A state database will be imme- 
diately accessible to all law en- 
forcement officials who can 
quickly discover who is and who 
is not insured. Those caught with- 
out insurance will be given 30 
days to buy insurance or have 
their vehicle registration revoked. 

Buying car insurance is not the 



most fun way to spend your 
money, but not having it can have 
serious consequences. Those 
caught driving without insurance 
in Kentucky face fines from $500 
to $1,000 for a first offense and 
can be sentenced to 90 days in 
jail. 

State leaders have tired on the 
old trick of a driver buying insur- 
ance in order to get a proof of 
insurance card, and then cancel- 
ing the policy. That is why they 
are making all insurance compa- 
nies send in their “Full Book of 
Business” each month. This way 
the state knows who kept and 
who canceled their insurance, and 
whether a motorist they pulled 
over is covered. Insurance com- 
panies must comply with this law 
or face their own punishment 
from the state. 

Kentucky is not the only state 
requiring this reporting. Georgia 
began using a computer system 



to instantly check whether motor- 
ists had car insurance. The state 
reported this week the number of 
uninsured motorists on the road 
dropped from 22 percent two 
years ago, to about two percent 
today. 

Going without auto insurance 
is a risk you do not want to take 
in Kentucky. But if the cost of 
insurance is a concern, here are a 
few tips that can help you reduce 
the price: 

• If your car is older and has a 
low resale value, you can decline 
purchasing collision insurance, 
and opt for liability insurance 
only. 

• To reduce the cost of annual 
premium to buy a policy, choose 
a higher deductible, meaning you 
will have to pay more out of your 
own pocket should you cause an 
accident. 

• Insurance companies usually 
offer discounts to customers that 
insure all of their vehicles with 
the same company. And discounts 
are usually provided for auto in- 
surance if you have purchased 
homeowner’s insurance or some 
other insurance policies from the 



same company. 

• The price to insure certain 
cars and trucks with more safety 
features is lower, and make sure 
to ask about discounts for 
airbags, automatic seatbelts, 
anti-lock brakes and other safety 
features. 

• Some companies offer dis- 
counts for lifestyle habits such 
as those for non-smokers, non- 
drinkers, good students or chil- 
dren at school away from home. 

• Insurance rates can be lower 
for those with good driving 
records, for completing courses 
in drivers’ education and defen- 
sive driving, or demonstrating 
that you drive a short distance to 
work. 

• A change in age or marital 
status can mean lower rates. 
Some companies offer discounts 
to drivers over age 50, retirees, 
female drivers ages 30 to 64 who 
are the sole drivers of their 
households or married men un- 
der 30. 

Kentucky law has required 
motorists have insurance for 
nearly 20 years, but it is making 
it a point to end the “free ride” 
for those who have ignored the 
law. With this new lightning 
quick way of tracking down 
those without insurance, you can 
bet the state is serious about tak- 
ing uninsured drivers off the 
road. If you want to keep driv- 
ing in Kentucky, make sure your 
name is on the list when they 
check it twice.

ADKINS FOR MAGISTRATE - DISTRICT 5 
Hello Everyone In District 5 

This is Bobby Adkins asking for your support! As I visit with a lot of you one of the 
questions I get asked quiet often is “What is the duties of Magistrates?” Over the 
next few months I will be answering that question. 

FISCAL COURT — The fiscal court consists of the county judge/executive and either the justices of the 
peace or the county commissioners or magistrates. The county judge/executive is a member and the presiding 
officer of the fiscal court, by virtue of Section 144 of the Constitution. The courts have consistently held that as 
a member of the court, the judge/executive has the same powers as any other fiscal court member, including the 
right to vote on all matters coming before the court. The county judge/executive also has numerous other 
executive duties and powers, however, independent of his membership on the fiscal court (see Chapter II for a 
full discussion). By contrast, the other fiscal court members have official power only when fiscal court is in 
session. When the fiscal court is adjourned, magistrates or commissioners possess no administrative or executive 
power in relation to county government (OAG 78-402 and OAG 78-529). Magistrates and commissioners may 
solemnize marriages when authorized by the Governor of Kentucky or the county judge/executive of their county 
(KRS 402.050). 

LAWS GOVERNING THE FISCAL COURT — The General Assembly has provided that, except as 
specifically provided by law, the laws governing fiscal courts composed of justices of the peace are applicable to 
fiscal courts composed of county commissioners (KRS 67.070). Exceptions to this general rule are procedures 
for calling special meetings of the fiscal court and the method of breaking tie votes in the selection of officers 
and employees. If the county judge/executive is unable to call a special session, or refuses to do so on the request 
of two commissioners, two commissioners can call the session if they believe the need exists (KRS 67.070 (2). 
In the case of tie votes in the selection of an officer or employee, the fiscal court composed of commissioners 
must be given a last chance to resolve the deadlock prior to the appointment by the county judge/executive (KRS 
67.070 (3). 

GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES — KRS 67.080 establishes a general outline of the fiscal court’s 
responsibilities. Under this statute the fiscal court is permitted to appropriate county funds for lawful purposes, 
buy and sell county property, supervise the fiscal affairs of the county and county officers, and exercise all other 
corporate powers of the county. Further, the fiscal court may investigate all activities of county government and 
establish appointive offices and define their duties (KRS 67.080). 

This statute also mandates certain fiscal court duties. The fiscal court must appropriate county funds for 
various purposes required by law. Additionally, the fiscal court is responsible for the construction, operation and 
maintenance of county buildings, roads and other property, and for the incarceration of prisoners. Incarceration 
of prisoners may be accomplished either by maintaining a jail or by contracting with another county to provide 
jail space. Finally, the fiscal court is directed to adopt an administrative code for the county (KRS 67.080).

Expanded Gambling Issue 
Takes Center Stage

FRANKFORT - For the last 
decade, the idea of expanded 
gambling in Kentucky has 
haunted the halls of the Capitol 
here when legislators were in ses- 
sion, but legislation to expand 
gambling sat in committees ig- 
nored by everyone but a handful 
of lawmakers. 

The 2006 General Assembly 
session may see a different turn, 
however. 

The pro-expansion interests - 
mainly the state’s racetracks, 
thoroughbred breeders and own- 
ers - finally have gotten together 
and are mounting a well-orga- 
nized and financed legislative ef- 
fort to pass and send to the voters 
a constitutional amendment to 
expand legal gambling beyond 
pari-mutuel betting, the lottery 
and charitable bingo. 

A bill to that effect was intro- 
duced in the Senate last week by 
Sen. David Boswell, D- 
Owensboro, who said, “I think it 
has a better chance today than 
ever before.” 

That’s probably true, but how 
good that chance is has yet to be 
determined. 

The movement to expand 
gambling began with the opening 
of riverboat casinos on the Ohio 
River in Indiana and Illinois. 
Kentucky racetracks, fearful that 
the nearby casinos would drain 
away gambling dollars from their 
betting windows, sought to pro- 
vide their customers with elec- 
tronic slot machines. That 
evolved into full-scale casino 
gambling, but only at the race- 
tracks themselves. 

Other pro-gambling interests, 
however, didn’t want the casinos 
limited to racetracks. Hotels and 
convention centers also wanted 
some of the expected lucrative 
gambling action. 

And the thoroughbred indus- 
try remained ambivalent on the 
issue, demanding only that what- 
ever profits came to the state from 
expanded gambling be used to 
improve purses and breeding in- 
centives. 

Now, most of those expanded 
gambling supporters have come 
together by way of the Kentucky 
Equine Education Project, which 
has been using print and elec- 
tronic advertising in recent 
months to promote the economic 
benefits of expanded gambling. 
KEEP also has been contributing 
to the campaign funds of legisla- 
tors, $61,000 so far to about 90

lawmakers, many of whom are up 
for re-election this year. 

The Fletcher administration is 
divided on the subject. Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher opposes expanded gam- 
bling, while Lt. Gov. Steve Pence 
has endorsed the effort. 

So far, KEEP is making a good 
case in favor of casino gambling 
in Kentucky. It claims more than 
$670 million was send by Ken- 
tuckians at riverboat casinos in 
Indiana and Illinois last year, and 
that those two states reaped more 
than $230 million in taxes from 
those Kentuckians. And with new 
casinos being developed at the 
Indiana resort of French Lick, 
those numbers are likely to in- 
crease, perhaps substantially. 

And KEEP says an amend- 
ment permitting casino gambling 
in Kentucky can earmark the 
state’s new revenue for education, 
health care or whatever legisla- 
tors like. 

There certainly is a critical 
need for new money for health 
care and education - among a 
long list of state programs that 
have seen state spending cut over 
the last few years - and ideally 
that new money ought to come 
from all the taxpayers in the state. 

That’s not going to happen, 
and as long as hundreds of thou- 
sands of Kentuckians are going 
to spend their money playing slot 
machines or poker or blackjack, 
they ought to have the opportu- 
nity to spend it in Kentucky - and 
the Kentucky Treasury benefit as 
opposed to Indiana’s. 

KEEP’s strongest argument 
for legislators is that the voters 
should be allowed to decide the 
issue one way or another. Nearly 
20 years ago everyone thought the 
lottery amendment would be 
roundly defeated by conservative, 
fundamentalist Kentucky voters 
and everyone was dead wrong. 
Kentuckians have been playing 
the lottery in record numbers 
since. 

Whether Kentuckians are 
ready to make the leap to slot 
machines is another question with 
an unknown answer. 

No one will know, however, 
until the issue is put before them, 
and the pro-gambling and anti- 
gambling interests are permitted 
to make their cases with those 
voters. 

If that doesn’t happen in 2006, 
it’s also a safe bet that it will hap- 
pen eventually. There’s just too 
much money involved for legis- 
lators to ignore much longer. 



Two fire department 
members dismissed 

Reports of resignations from 
West Liberty’s Fire Department 
following the dismissal of two of 
the unit’s volunteer members ap- 
parently are unfounded. 

According to Chief David 
Jones, two department mem- 
bers — Assistant Chief Jason 
James and Dan Leland — were 
dismissed in November and De- 
cember by Mayor Bob Nickell, 
but Jones said no other members 
to his knowledge have decided to 
quit the department in protest, as 
has been rumored. 

Jones said he did not know the 
reason for the dismissals and 
Mayor Nickell had no comment.

War casualties increased over 
300,000 since the last reporting 
in October.

The Army reported this week 
that 5,100,000 of the 8,100,000 
men in the Army are now over- 
seas.

school board as they strive to 
maximize resources to give stu- 
dents the best possible K-12 pub- 
lic education experience.

Big Surprise: 

Pro-gambling group finds 
support for gambling 



“This survey is the polling 
equivalent of loaded dice,” said 
Martin Cothran, senior policy 
analyst for The Family Founda- 
tion of Kentucky. “A poll by a 
pro-casino, gambling organiza- 
tion with questions slanted in fa- 
vor of casino gambling is prob- 
ably going to get a pro-casino, 
gambling result,” he said. “We’re 
just not terribly surprised about 
this.” 

The poll, paid for by KEEP - 
the Kentucky Equine Education 
Project, which is pushing for ex- 
panded gambling in the state, 
claims to have found majority 
support for a constitutional 
amendment allowing casino gam- 
bling at horse tracks. The poll 
purports to also have found sup- 
port for expanded gambling out- 
side tracks. 

According to Cothran, if you 
look at the question closely, what 
you find is that they include prom- 
ises that are not likely to be kept, 
biasing the questions in favor of 
casino gambling. “The questions 
bias the answers of respondents 
in favor of the gambling by say- 



ing that the tax money generated 
from casino gambling would go 
to education, health care, local 
government, and the environ- 
ment,” said Cothran. “What they 
don’t tell us is that we were prom- 
ised the same kind of thing when 
the Lottery was passed in 1988, 
but the money was never desig- 
nated for any kind of education 
purpose until ten years later, when 
KEES legislation was finally 
passed. People were lied to about 
the Lottery, and they’re being lied 
to again.” 

KEEP also claimed to find 92 
percent support for putting gam- 
bling expansion on the ballot. “If 
people want a measure like this 
on their ballot, then that’s what 
they will tell their state represen- 
tatives and senators. But most of 
the lawmakers we’ve talked to are 
telling us the opposite.” 

Martin Cothran is the senior 
policy analyst for The Family 
Foundation , a non-profit, educa- 
tional organization that works in 
the public policy arena on behalf 
of the family and the values that 
make families strong.

Not long ago, I took my wife, 
Peggy, to the Kentucky Clinic 
down at UK for her first visit af- 
ter her knee surgery. Since it was 
just for a checkup, I wore my ev- 
eryday clothes. I had on my Le- 
vis, my “I do my own stunts” t- 
shirt, a pair of worn out running 
shoes, and I had my Confederate 
dew rag around by head. 

Now Peggy’s pretty conserva- 
tive and she would like for me to 
dress better, but I’m just a con- 
trary old redneck hillbilly and 
hate it when someone tries to dic- 
tate who I am. I’m a firm believer 



in “image is everything.” The 
only problem is I’m stuck with 
the image I’ve got until I decide 
what my image ought to be. 
Peggy has her own ideas and 
she’s workin’ on it. 

We got there at the clinic at 
8:30 a.m., a half hour early, and I 
walked her in, down the corridor 
past Starbucks to the waiting area. 
Then I went and parked the Jeep. 
I missed the turn and drove down 
two blocks, got lost, and after 15 
minutes, I finally found the park- 
ing garage. I walked down the 
stairs, got turned around, and 



walked to the other end of the 
building the wrong way. 

When I finally got back to 
Peggy, she had begun to worry, 
and I was pretty relived I wasn’t 
lost no more. We sat there half an 
hour past her appointment and I 
read the newspaper. When I fin- 
ished the paper, I walked over to 
this elderly black man and asked 
him, “Sir, would like to read the 
paper?” He looked at me and by 
Confederate dew rag kinda 
puzzled and thanked me. 

When I sat back down, I no- 
ticed the waiting room was begin- 



ning to fill up, so I struck up a 
conversation with them folks 
sittin’ in my corner, you know, 
asking them where they were 
from, inquirin’ about their line of 
work, if they were married, did 
they have any children, how did 
they have their accident, etc., any- 
thing to make conversation and 
break the boredom. I don’t know 
about you, but when I get bored, 
I get fidgety. 

We’d been there almost an 
hour and when the nurse would 
come to the door and holler the 
name of the next patient, it never 
was Peggy’s. I told her the next 
name the nurse called out and it 
wasn’t her name we’d just get up 
and go. “It don’t matter what your 
name is, we’re gonna be here all 
day,” I said. She just hit me. 

Then a guy in a wheel chair 
wheeled his way in and pulls the 
chair up beside me. He’s about 25 
years old, and I hit him with the 
same questions I’d asked the oth- 
ers around me. He seemed like he 
might be one of them adventur- 
ous souls, so I asked him, “Do 
you ever race them wheelchairs?” 
He just laughed, but Peggy raised 
her head from the magazine she 
was reading and gave me “that 
look” again. I acted like I didn’t 
see her. 

I said to the guy, “You see that 
feller over there in that wheel- 
chair by the door? I’ve got $5.00 
that says he can beat you to the 
entrance (which was about 30 feet 
distant). I’ll go ask him if he 
wants to race.” 

I started to get up, but Peggy 
yanked me back down in my 
chair. “You sit down right now!” 
There for sure wasn’t gonna be 
no wheelchair race. And that ain’t 
all. “When they call my name, 
you better be good,” she said.

TV, Diabetes and You 



Recent studies have linked television, snacks and weight gain— illustrating 
that people with diabetes need to turn off the TV and develop a more 
active lifestyle. Over the past two decades, the number of overweight and 
obese individuals has reached record heights. 



Among adults 20 years and older, it is 
estimated that over 65% are overweight or 
obese, and that 16% of children are over- 
weight. Recent studies have implicated TV 
viewing and other screen-based activities, 
including computer use and playing video 
games, as main contributors to the obesity 
epidemic among children. 

One study conducted by researchers at 
the University of Ontago, New Zealand, 
assessed 1,037 children aged 2 to 15 years 
to determine the impact of TV viewing on 
weight. They found that children who 
spent more time watching TV were heav- 
ier and more likely to be overweight. This 
association was stronger for girls than for 
boys. Researchers noted that the effect of 
TV viewing was stronger than that of 
either diet or exercise! Other research has 
associated more than eight hours of TV 
watching per week prior to age 3 as a risk 
factor for obesity by age 7. Scientists spec- 
ulate that the link may be snacking — 
those who consume high-fat snacks while 
watching TV become heavier than those 
who do not consume such snacks. 

For both adults and children, sedentary 



activities such as TV, video games and 
computer use crowd out more active hob- 
bies and outdoor recreation. Also, TV 
showcases high-fat snack items with little 
nutritional value. Overweight adults and 
children are more likely to develop type 2 
diabetes, and a sedentary lifestyle can sab- 
otage diabetes control. 

When you have type 2 diabetes, regular 
exercise can help you lose weight, which 
can lower your blood glucose and reduce 
your need for medication. Regular physical 
activity offers a host of other health bene- 
fits: It decreases your risk of heart disease, 
high blood pressure and osteoporosis. It 
aids blood pressure control, reduces stress 
and lifts your mood. 

Yet, while many people are aware of the 
benefits of exercise, they do not engage in 
regular physical activity. So, how do you 
get started or help your child become 
more active? 

• Plan TV watching. Pick the shows you 
want to watch. Turn off the TV when 
they are over. 

• Designate a place for eating, and avoid 
eating in front of the TV. 




This reduces mindless eating and helps 
you feel more satisfied. 

• Limit screen time. Aim for less than two 
hours per day for each family member. 

• Become more active. Adults should strive 
for 30 minutes of daily exercise, while 
kids should aim for one hour. This does 
not have to be done all at once. 

• Start small. Pick up the pace during 
household chores or gardening or try 
walking. Aim for a no-fail five to ten min- 
utes of activity. 

(Make sure to check your glucose level 
before and after exercising.) 

By limiting your time on the computer, 
TV, or playing video games, you can obtain 
better glucose control and increase your 
overall health.

It was discovered that the students 
were driving to school, but park- 
ing their cars at the IGA parking 
lot or other off-campus locations 
and walking on to school or 
catching rides with other students, 
Gold said. 

These students’ efforts to 
evade the testing program have 
been reported to their parents, and 
they are no longer allowed to 
drive to school, Gold said.

The burglary is believed to 
have occurred sometime shortly 
after outside doors at the hospital 
were unlocked at 5:00 a.m. The 
thieves gained entrance by break- 
ing the lock on the gift shop door. 

The burglary was discovered 
by Auxiliary member Leota 
Sherman when she arrived arrived 
to open the shop about 7:00 a.m. 

Hospital employees recalled 
seeing two men walking in an in- 
terior hallway near the gift shop 
shortly after 5:00 a.m., but as- 
sumed they were visiting a pa- 
tient. Efforts to trace a red Dodge 
Neon reported to have been seen 
parked near the hospital’s front 
entrance have been unsuccessful. 

The case is being investigated 
by the West Liberty Police Depart- 
ment.

teams, and construction of a 
new press box, concession stand, 
and bleachers at Herdman Field. 
The commission proposes 
eliminating the existing bleachers 
on the home side of the field and 
replacing them with modern 
bleachers to seat 1,200 fans, and 
construction of new bleachers to 
seat 400 people on the visitors 
side of the field. As proposed, the 
press box would be located on the 
landing above the home 
bleachers. 

The commission estimates the 
cost of its proposals would total 
around $400,000, and the board 
authorized Superintendent of 
Schools Joe Dan Gold to explore 
methods of funding the 
improvements. 

In other action, the board 
accepted a proposal by Kentucky 
Dataseam, Inc., to provide the 
school district with up to 100 
Macintosh computers and related 
software for student use. Under 
the plan, which has been initiated 
in a number of school systems, 
the donated computers would be 
left on after classes dismiss and 
during weekends, during which 
time they would be utilized for 
cancer research by the University 
of Louisville. 

Supt. Gold said the high 
school will receive 30 of the new 
computers initially and others 
will be provided later for the 
middle school. 

The board also adjusted the 
school calendar to reflect four 
days of classes missed thus far 
due to weather conditions. Under 
the adjusted calendar, May 25 is 
the projected last day of this 



school year. 

The board set Jan. 30 for a 
special meeting to adopt a 
projected budget for the 2006- 
2007 school year, and board 
members announced they will be 
attending the Kentucky School 
Boards Association Convention 
Jan. 27-29 where they will 
complete their required 
continuing education 

requirements needed to remain 
qualified to serve on the board.

an escort from the West Liberty 
Police Department. 

“We invite all local 
government officials, civic 
leaders, churches, businesses and 
organizations to participate,” 
Tharp said. “We also encourage 
all local fire departments to 
participate and bring fire trucks 
for the march if possible.” 

Tharp said UNITE’s 
attendance goal for the march is 
at least 2,000 demonstrators. 

“We are hoping for participant 
numbers similar to those of 
UNITE marches in Wolfe and 
Clay counties,” Tharp said. 
“Wolfe County’s march drew 
approximately 2,000 people, and 
Clay County’s march drew 
approximately 3,500 people.” 
Tharp said attendance may 
determine whether the march 
becomes an annual event. 

“We would like to hold a 
march every year if enough 
people attend,” Tharp said. “This 
is a way to let everyone know 
how the people of Morgan 
County truly feel about illegal 
drug use and trafficking.” 

Morgan County Judge 
Executive Tim Conley agrees that 
march attendance is crucial. 

“We, as citizens, should be 
concerned enough about our 
community’s future to give an 
hour of our time to this march,” 
Conley said. “This march should 
go on no matter what - people 
need to come out and voice their 



opinions on the drug problem.” 

Conley also said the march 
may raise awareness among 
those who have drug problems 
and want to seek help. 

“Before we can fix the drug 
problem, we must recognize how 
bad the problem really is,” 
Conley said. “Addicts cannot quit 
drugs by themselves. We must 
help them recognize that there is 
assistance and show them how to 
reach out for it. That is why it is 
so important to publicize this 
march.” 

Regular UNITE meetings are 
held in the county government 
building conference room on the 
first Wednesday of each month 
at 2 p.m. UNITE family support 
meetings are also held in the 
county government building 
conference room on the third 
Monday of each month at 6 p.m.

How to calculate 
your water usage 

Do you know how much water 
you use? Most of us do not real- 
ize how much water we use in our 
everyday activities. Knowing how 
much water is used will help you 
determine what is normal for your 
household. The following is a 
guide to help you track the amount 
of water your household uses dur- 
ing normal activities: 

Showering - 25-50 gallons 
Shaving - 3-5 gallons (with tap 
running) 

Automatic dish washer - 15 
gallons 

Brushing teeth - 2 gallons 
(with tap running) 

Dish washing - 20 gallons 
(with tap running) 

Clothes washing - 30-60 gal- 
lons 

Hand washing - 2 gallons 
(with tap running) 

Bath tub - 36 gallons 
Toilet flushing - 5-7 gallons 
Outdoor watering - 5-10 gal- 
lons (per minute) 

Check your meter to see 
whether you have leaks. If the 
dark triangle is moving and you 
are not using water anywhere, 
then you could have a leak. Water 
leaks are costly. A typical toilet 
can leak around two gallons per 
minute. If you have questions 
about your water usage, please 
contact the Morgan County Wa- 
ter District at 743-1204.

Tip from Morgan 
Sheriff leads to 
theft ring arrests 

SALYERSVILLE — A 
Christmas Eve raid on an alleged 
theft operation by Magoffin 
County Sheriff Bob Jordan net- 
ted an estimated $250,000 worth 
of stolen items and equipment. 

Acting on a tip from the Mor- 
gan County Sheriff’s Department 
that there might be a missing 
roaster grill in the front yard at a 
Magoffin County residence, Jor- 
dan found the grill, estimated to 
be worth $3,500, a $15,000 bass 
boat with the ID number missing, 
seven trailers, and a variety of 
other items ranging from car parts 
to a motorcycle. Jordan estimated 
tools found in one trailer to be 
worth $125,000 and may have 
been stolen from a local depart- 
ment store. 

Some of the items were traced 
to thefts in Boyd, Pike, Clark, 
Johnson, and Rowan counties, 
and some from as far away as In- 
diana and Michigan. 

Arrested on multiple charges 
of receiving stolen property was 
Mikel Porter, the occupant of the 
residence. Porter was lodged in 
the Johnson County Detention 
Center. Jerry Saylor, already in 
the detention center on other un- 
related charges, also has been 
linked to the theft operation. Ad- 
ditional charges are pending. 

Porter is also facing federal 
drug charges stemming from a 
raid at his residence by Operation 
UNITE undercover officers a few 
weeks earlier when officers found 
cocaine, over five pounds of 
marijuana, moonshine, and pre- 
scription pills.

— A 
Frenchburg woman was held at 
knifepoint during a robbery at the 
Ramada Ltd. hotel in Mt. Sterling 
on Dec. 24.

Morgan County Middle 
School announces its eighth 
grade students’ participation in 
the Down from the Mountain Oral 
History Project. Down from the 
Mountain is a comprehensive 
museum educational program be- 
gun through a partnership be- 
tween the Kentucky Folk Art 
Center (KFAC) and the Kentucky 
Center for Traditional Music 
(KCTM) at Morehead State Uni- 
versity. 

Through this program, KFAC 
and KCTM have established col- 
laborative relationships with 
many of the region’s public 
schools to enhance arts and cul- 
tural education. The program is 
funded largely by the MetLife 
Foundation’s Museum Connec- 
tions Program and the Steele- 
Reese Foundation. 

The Oral History Project in- 
volves 600 students from six 
Eastern Kentucky middle 
schools. More than 90 students 
from MCMS participated, under 
the direction of Pam Rowland. 

Under the direction of their 
teachers, students are asked to 
select a person from their family 
or community who has a special 
skill or talent. The student then 
interviews and photographs the 
selected person, documenting the 
subject’s unique talent. 

The images and text are col- 
lected by students from the 
school and assembled in exhibi- 
tion. Currently, the exhibition is 
on display at the MCMS library. 
KFAC provided students with 
disposable cameras, tape record- 
ers, photo processing, and other 
exhibition materials. Teacher 
training and educational materi- 
als were provided by KFAC as 
well. However, the most impor- 
tant contributions to the project 
were made by the students, inter- 
view subjects, and teachers, 
whose hard work and care are 
clearly evidenced through the fi-

WINCHESTER - In an effort 
to reduce optimal costs and in- 
crease efficiencies, the forest ser- 
vice has decided to reduce the 
total number of district offices 
from six to four. 

The Morehead and Stanton 
ranger districts of the Daniel 
Boone National Forest have been 
consolidated and will be man- 
aged administratively as one 
unity; however, both offices will 
be retained to serve the public. 
The unit will be renamed as the 
Cumberland Ranger District, in 
recognition of the original name 
given to Kentucky’s national for- 
est in 1937. 

Dave Manner, current district 
ranger at Morehead, will serve as 
district ranger for the 
Cumberland Ranger District. Joy 
Malone, former district ranger for 
Stanton, accepted a new position 
in North Carolina in December. 
The Gladie Cultural and Environ- 
mental Learning Center in the 
Red River Gorge will remain 
open to the public from May 
through November. 

In addition to the district con- 
solidations, the Somerset office 
of the Daniel Boone National 
Forest was permanently closed in 
December. The management re- 
sponsibilities of the national for- 



est system lands that were under 
jurisdiction of the Somerset office 
have been split between the Lon- 
don and Stearns offices. Lands 
north of the Cumberland River 
will be managed by the London 
Ranger District; lands south of the 
Cumberland River will be man- 
aged by the Stearns Ranger Dis- 
trict. 

Most of the Somerset employ- 
ees have been reassigned to the 
Stearns and London ranger dis- 
tricts. Jerry Stephens, district 
ranger for the Somerest Ranger 
District, has retired effective Jan. 
4. 

“Restructuring has occurred in 
all of the offices of forest,” Act- 
ing Forest Supervisor Kathleen 
Atkinson said. “While reorgani- 



zations are painful, they are nec- 
essary to improve efficiencies in 
our operations.” 

The number of employee po- 
sitions on the Daniel Boone Na- 
tional Forest has been reduced by 
30 positions forest- wide. Many of 
these reductions occurred as a re- 
sult of voluntary transfers, retire- 
ments and buyouts. Currently, 
there are 15 1 positions on the for- 
est. 

“Our number one goal was to 
continue to provide quality ser- 
vices to the public and minimize 
impacts to our employees as 
much as possible,” Atkinson said. 

Nationally, the forest service 
has been restructuring for several 
years. Many of the operations 
within the agency have been cen- 
tralized to reduce budgetary ob- 
ligations and to streamline man- 
agement efforts. For questions or 
comments, the public may con- 
tact the Daniel Boone National 
Forest headquarters at 859-745- 
3100 in Winchester.

Morgan Falls To Belfrey 

Matt Maynard scored a game- 
high 24 points as Belfry beat the 
Cougars at the Coca-Cola Clas- 
sic in Pikeville, 61-60. 

Maynard and Jamie Cole com- 
bined for 10 of Belfry’s 12 points 
over the game’s first eight min- 
utes as the Pirates grabbed a one- 
point lead after one quarter.
